A three-year contract with police officers 
was among several police-related items dealt 


with by the Madison City 
Council at a sp 1 
meeting Wednesday. 
The council unanimously 
approved the contract, which gives officers a 
4 percent raise each year. 

Other than the salary increases, Mayor 
John Hamm said there were no major 
changes in the contract.

Put grass only where it’s 
needed. If you don't like to 
spend time maintaining a 
lawn, there’s no need to 
have any more of it than 
necessary. For example, 
ground cover could be 
used along the narrow side 
of the house. It doesn't 
require mowing and will 
still provide plenty of 
beauty. Stones or patio 
blocks can also be use, 


Avoid sharp-angled, small 
patches of lawn and other 
tough-to-mo eas.

Surround tree bases with 
gravel or other mulch.
